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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present application in view of the 
foregoing amendments and the reasons that follow. Claims 1-4 were previously canceled. By 
way of this Amendment and Reply, Claims 5 and 39 have been amended to include allowable 
subject matter from Claim 56, Claim 56 has been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer, and 
Claim 57 have been amended to depend from Claim 5 instead of Claim 56. No new matter has 
been added by way of these amendments. Upon entry of the amendments above. Claims 5-55 
and 57 will be pending, with Claims 13-15, 19-21, 30-32, 36-38, 42-44 and 53-55 withdrawn 
from consideration. 

I. Allowable Subject Matter 

Apphcants thank the Examiner for allowing Claims 12, 16-18, 22-29, 33, 35, 41, and 45- 
52, and for indicating that Claims 56 and 57 contain allowable subject matter. By way of this 
Amendment and Reply, the allowable subject matter of Claim 56 has been incorporated in the 
rejected claims. Thus, all pending claims are now in condition for allowance. 

II. Rejections under 35 U.S.C. 8 103 

In Section 3 of the Office Action, Claims 5-7 and 39-40 were rejected imder 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,351,582 to Dyke et al. (hereinafter 
" Dyke ") in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,567,579 to Foltzer (hereinafter "FoUzct") and fiirther in 
view of U.S. Patent No. 7,181,142 to Xu et al. (hereinafter "2Cu"). 

In Section 4 of the Office Action, Claims 8-1 1 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Dyke in view of Foltzer and Xu . and ftirther in view of U.S. Patent 
Application Pub. No. 2002/0093714 to Tokita et al. (hereinafter " Tokita "). 

By way of this Amendment and Reply, without acquiescing on the merits of the 
rejections, Applicants have amended independent Claim 5 and 39 to each include the allowable 
subject matter of Claim 56. Thus, independent Claim 5 and 39 and their respectively associated 
dependent claims are now in condition for allowance. Accordingly, Applicants respectfiilly 
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request reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections of Claims 5-11, 39, and 40 under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a). 

III. Reioinder of Withdrawn Claims 13-15. 19-21. 30-32. 36-38. 42-44 and 53-55 

Independent Claims 16, 22, 23, 33, and 45 were already allowed. As discussed above, 
amended independent Claims 5 and 39 are now in condition for allowance. Withdrawn Claims 
13-15 depend from Claim 5, Claims 19-21 depend from Claim 16, Claims 30-32 depend from 
Claim 22, Claims 36-38 depend from Claim 33, Claims 42-44 depend from Claim 39, and 
Claims 53-55 depend from Claim 45, and thus are also in condition for allowance. Accordingly, 
Applicants respectfully request rejoinder and allowance of withdrawn Claims 13-15, 19-21, 30- 
32, 36-38, 42-44 and 53-55. 



It is submitted that each outstMiding objection and rejection to the Application has been 
overcome, and that the Application is in a condition for allowance. AppUcants respectfully 
request consideration and allowance of all pending claims. 

It should also be noted that although arguments have been presented with respect to 
certain claims herein, the recited subject matter as well as various other subject matter and/or 
combinations of subject matter may be patentable for other reasons. Further, the failure to 
address any statement by the Examiner herein should not be interpreted as acquiescence or 
agreement with such statement. Applicants expressly reserve the right to set forth additional 
and/or aUemative reasons for patentability and/or allowance with the present Application or in 
any other fiiture proceeding, and to rebut any statement presented by the Examiner in this or 
other papers during prosecution of the present AppHcation.
